Seat in B.C. 


SALMON ARM, B.C., Nov. 26. 
-—The Co-Operative Common- 
wealth Federation candidate, 
George Steriing, won yesterday's 
by-election, to fill the provincial 
riding of Salmon Arm. The elec- 
tion was conceded by Mayor 
Cyril Thompson, who ran as a 
Liberal-Conservative coalition 
candidate. 

This was the first by-election 
since the provincial general clec- 
tion of 1941. which resulted in the 
C.C.F, with 15 seats in the 48 mem- 
ber legislature, with 21 Liberals, 11 
Conservatives and 1 Labor. 

The Liberals, lacking a clear ma- 
jority over all parties, formed a co- 
alition with the Conservatives, 
under the leadership of the present 
premier, Hon. John Hart. Former 


Premier PatuifiorFéte fol- 
lowers in the legislature the 
coslition but refused to ‘him- 


self and remains as the lone Lib- 
eral member in the legislature. 


With only 9 of the 34 polls to 
report, Sterling received 1,138 
votes to 980 for Mayor Thompson, 
who ran as a supporter of Pre- 
mier John “art, Liberal-Conserv- 
ative coalition government. 


The result of this by-election con- 
firms the stand taken by Hon. Mr. 
Pattullo, the former leader of the

North Africa: There can be no 
question that not only loss of all 
Africa of any appreciable control 
over Mediterranean communica- 
tion lines is threatening the Axis. 
What the result would be op 
already shaky Italian war morale 
can only be conjectured. But there 
is ample evidence that Berlin has 
no illusions on the point. It knows 
the danger of an Italian internal 
collapse and is pouring agents 
into distressed Italy in an effort 
to avert it.

‘Ontario Govt. 
_ Unchanged For 
Next Session 


TORONTO, Nov. 26.—(CP)— 
The Ontario govrnment as pre- 
sently constituted will carry on 
during the next session of the 
legislature after which a general 
convention of the Libers! Asso- 
ciations of Ontario will be called 
to choose a permanent leader 
and to decide the future policies 
of the provincial Liberals. 

This was decided yesterday in a 
caucus of Liberal members of the 
legislature who met together for 
the first time since Gordon D, 
Conant succeeded Mitchel F. Hep- 
burn as premier in a dramatic 
move Oct. 21. 

Decision to carry on the present 
set-up through the next legislature 


session and to call a convention 
following that session was en- 
dorsed by a 47-5 vote, 
| OPEN IN JANUARY 

At the same time, it was learned 
the caucus had been told by Mr, 
Conan! that the next regular ses- 


sion of the legislature, scheduled 
for February, probably would open 
around Jan. 15. An earlier start 
{than usual is being made because 
of important power and labor 
legislation which is coming up for 
legislative action. 

Chairman W. Lynn Miller, mem 
ber for Algoma-Manitoulin, said 
that while preliminary reports had 
it that a fight would develop be- 
tween party factions at yesterday's 
gathering, the meeting in reality 
was conducted on a high plane. 

Trouble had been expected 
chiefly because of the manner in 
which Mr, Conant succeeded to 
the premiership without en- 
dorsation by a regular Liberal 
convention, The manner of chang- 
ing leaders had been disputed by 
two of Mr. Hepburn’s cabinet 
ministers—Harry Nixon, who re- 
signed his provincial secretary- 
ship, and Farquhar Oliver, who 
quit his public works and welfare 
portfolios. 

Mr. Nixon and Mr. Oliver urged 
the calling of a convention before 
the next legislature session. Mr, 
Nixon also said that as a cabinet 
minister he had been uncomfort- 
jable because of Mr. Hepburn's at- 
‘tacks on the federal government. 
The attacks had not been con- 
structive, he said, and he objected 


jto them because he thought the 
|federal government was doing a 
| good job. 


CALL FOR UNITY 

Premier Conant, Mr. Hepburn 
and Hon. T. B. McQuesten, minister 
of highways and public works and 
president of the Ontario Liberal 


Association, were the other chief 
speakers. All pleaded for support 
for the present administration and 
for unity. 

Mr. Hepburn was given a vote of 
thanks in appreciation of his ser- 
vices and regret at his resignation 
as premier was expressed in a 
resolution which carried  unani- 
mously.

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In Reverse 


The siege of Stalingrad has gone into 
reverse after 94 days of furious fighting. 
Both sides employed as many men as could 
be used to advantage, and weapons of 
every available type. It was a slugging- 
match from start to finish. It is now 
the besiegers who are besieged. Herr Hit- 
ler’s prediction a few weeks ago that the 
city would be taken, and his orders to his 
generals to take it at all costs, have fallen 
flat. His declaration that “no one will 
ever put us out” of the Volga city must 
sound strange now in German ears, 

If the Nazis get out at all they 
must go on the run, leaving thou- 
sands who surrendered and other thou- 
sands who are dead. Berlin admitted at 
the end of six days of the Russian attack | 
that heavy fighting was in progress west 
of the Don, more than 100 miles from the 
city and on the road by which the retreat- 
ing spearhead Nazi troops must escape, if 
they can. Whatever may be the further | 
developments, the result of the first round °| 
of the Red offensive is that Stalingrad and 
its approaches have become a trap for the | 
enemy. That is a staggering blow alike to 
the Axis power and to the Hitler prestige. 


Equal Opportunity? | 


The strike of 15,000 men in four muni- | 
tions plants at Windsor is too serious a 
matter for delay in arranging a settlement. 
The more serious because should it con- 
tinue other smaller plants may also be tied | 
up. The federal Minister of Labor and the 
provincial Minister each suggested that | 
the duty of setting up a mediation board | 
rested with the other. No time should be 
lost debating the point. Either can now | 


act with the declared consent of the other 
party. 

For one reason at least it is preferable 
that a federal board undertake the task. 
The provincial regional board, which is al- 
ready in existence, has ruled that women 
should not replace men in jobs paying 
more than 65 cents an hour. It is because 
of such replacement the strike is said to 
have occurred. As the provincial board is 
already committed, another body of in- 
vestigators would be more appropriate. 
With women being urged to replace men 
everywhere, this question of rights is very 
much in need of definite settlement. 

Are women workers to be restricted’ to 
the poorer paid jobs in war plants, and 
men hold a monopoly of those drawing bet- 
ter pay? If so, the women are entitled to 
know that their field is limited. If not 
so, both men and women should know that 
merit counts regardless of sex.

“Owl” Cars | 


The city commissioners have been 
given power to experiment in supplying 
street car service after midnight. The 
proposal is to continue the regular evening 
schedule until 12:30 a.m. and then operate 
a less frequent service until 2 o’clock. The 
fare suggested on the early morning cars | 
is 25 cents, This proposed fare, it is to be 
supposed, would also be an experiment; 
and if the patronage was found to be 
larger than expected the charge would be 
reduced. There was no suggestion in 
council that the night service should do 
more than meet actual costs. 

It will be rather surprising if this 
“owl” car service does not become per- 
manent. There is a good deal of night life 
in Edmonton, far more than in many cities 
of the size. Employees of many establish- 
ments work on shifts which make it neces- 
sary for them to get to or from work be- 
tween midnight and the time when the re- 
gular street railway service starts, Sol- 
diers on late leave need means of getting | 
back to barracks in the early morning 
hours. Of those who like to get down 
town to late shows, or prolong the bridge 
game into ‘the wee small hours—their 
name is legion. 

As taxicabs now have to operate within 
strict limits of gas consumption, street 
railway service well beyond midnight is | 
necessary. And the revenue will probably | 
be found sufficient to meet the cost.

Prairie Iron 


An official of the Department of Muni- 
tions and Supply is quoted as saying Cen- 
tral Canada steel mills have been “kept 
rolling” by the flow of scrap metal from 
western Canada. More than 120,000 tons 
had been collected on the prairies since 
July, of which 85,000 tons had already 
gone east. This was only a fraction of the 
annual requirements of the mills, but it 
was enough to keep them in continuous 
operation. These shipments made up for 
the deficiency caused by the stoppage of 
scrap imports from the United States. 

Western people will be glad to know 
that they have contributed in this substan- 
tial degree to keep steel supplies normal 
and the munitions plants in eastern cen- 
tres busy. But they would be even better 
satisfied if the machine shops in Western | 
Canada were also going all-out on weapons 
or shells or parts made from prairie scrap. 
There is a rolling mil! at Calgary where 
this material could be prepared for use, 
and in all the prairie provinces there are | 
shops where spare time could be filled in 
by turning out munitions or essentials of 
one kind or another.

let's consider the new process 
known as silk screen printing. 
ing. 


Those of you who have been in- 
trigued by the impish faces of Verte 
in the fashion magazines will be 
delighted to know that you may 
now wear them yourself. His lovely. 
almost unreal designs and colors 
have been transferred to fabrics 
and scarfs. 

Prodical with color and with im- 
agination in his designs, he uses 
wide spaces, ambitious trees and 
figures—none of which could be 
printed on fabrics by the usual 
process of stee] rollers. And so he 
turns to the silk screen process of 
printing, which is not new for fab- 
rics, but which is developing rapidly 
in this country. 


Intricate Process 


This process, which calls for lay- 
ing a length of fabric down on a 
long table and going over it twice 
for each color, is necessarily ted- 
ious, but it yields generous results. 
Much more can be done with color, 
and with space, The “repeat” or size 


|of the design may be as much as 


thirty inches, as against fifteen for 
the steel roller method. For this 
reason fabrics are best printed by 
glk screen, which is just what the 
name implies, forcing the dye 
through a fine mesh screen of silk, 
the portions blocked off which are 
not to be colored. 

Verte fabrics are beautiful and 
amusing, and in nearly every design 


| pattern, or immersed in the waves 
of the sea. He does delightful Vic- 
torian patterns, girl and beau sit- 
jting on the sands of the seaside 
with the inevitable parasol. Or love 
letters torn up, with a faded rose. 

| On the segious side of art, the silk 
|screen process is fast becoming a

Collecting salvage at a naval port 
has some special problems of its 
own, Each ship is an independent 
unit producing small quantities of 
pig food bones, scrap metal, paper 
and so on. If they have a barber 
on board they even produce their

This means that instead of hay 


ing to collect from one or two 
central places, I have to get my 
Salvage from a large number of 
small concerns. I'm a sort of 
wholesale merchant in reverse. 


We collect enough pig food to keep

Salvage is hardly exciting for 
the mep who go to sea, and when 
they've a spell in harbor no one 
wants to bother them with ques- 
‘tions about what they do with their 
old tooth paste tubes and worn 
out rubber shoes, So I try to make 
the collection of salvage as inter 
esting as possible. My proper title 
is Command Waste’ Prevention 
Officer. That's a bit of a mouth 
ful, so in most ships I'm simply 
“Lord Garbage.”

The Alberta Regional War 
Labor Board issued a statement 
here Thursday declaring that all 
employers who come under the 
regulations of thé board must pay 
the cost-of-living bonus as from |

Except in cases where the bonus

cost-of-living index on the basis of 
/25 cents per point for adult male 
employees and on the basis of one 
per cent of the weekly pay for all 
junior male and female employees

The well-fed baby, who is 
good sleeper, has no difficulty in 
sleeping all night from about the 
third or fourth month of life. 
This isn't forced upon him, for he 
is nursed if he wakens to be 
nursed or bottle-fed, But if he 
is allowed to sleep and thus es- 
tablish habits which are a bless-

OTTAWA, Nov, 26. (CP) 
Gallant and skilful work by Can- 
adian navy personnel in the 
sinking of two enemy = sub 


marines and an attempt to sa! 
vage a torpedoed merchant ship 
was recognized officially today 
through the award of 26 decora- 
tions. 


The men who were honored 
served In four different ships and 
two of them lost their lives In 
announcing the awards Navy Min 


ister MacDonald gave no details of 


the actions and did not indicate 
whether the U-boat sinkings had 
been previously announced 


FOUR-HOUR HUNT 

The destroyer Skeena and 
vette Wetaskiwin teamed up 
put one submarine out of busines 
after a four-hour hunt during 
which “many” depth charge pat 
terns were dropped The attack 
brought decorations six of the 
Wetaskiwin’s crew 10 to the 
Skeena’s 

The other submarine was one of 
two sighted on the surface by the 
destroyer St. Croix. The St. Croix 
chased one for two hours before 
the kill—at least part of the time 
at maximum speed—and eight of 
her officers and men were decor 
ated 

Two posthumous 
dispatches went to Lieut. John 
M. Walkley of Montreal and 
Able Seaman Leslie Horne of 
Winnipeqa who lost their lives 
in an attempt to salvage a tor- 
pedoed merchant ship and its 
cargo.
